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DEFENSE WORKERS 


Bill Stipulates That Use of 
Force or Threats to Keep 
Them. From Jobs Shall 
Be Construed as Sabo- 


tage. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
The House Military’ Committee 
adopted an amendment to the 
proposed plant-seizure legislation 
today stipulating that the use of 
force or threats to interfere with 
defense workers shall be con- 
etrued as sabotage punishable by 
heavy penalties. 

Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, said the emendment, by 
Representative Faddis (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, would make it un- 
lawful to prevent or attempt to 
prevent any person from accepting 
employment in defense plants, from 
continuing in such employment or 
ftom entering or leaving the plants. 

iVolators of the provision would 
be deemed guilty of sabotage, May 
said, and be subject to a fine of 


not more than $5000 or five years 
in jail. 
Doesn’t Bay Strikes. 

The amendment stated that 
nothing in it should be construed 
as denying the right to strike or 
to peaceful picketing. 

May said he expected the com- 
mittee to complete action on the 
legislation later in the day’ and 
would decide this afternoon wheth- 
er to go along with the action of 
the Senate in making it possible 
for the President to defer from 
selective service men over 28 years 
old July 1. 

Earlier it had appeared there 
might be considerable delay of the 
legislation, and May had said the 
committee would be in “no hurry” 
as it considered the proposals. The 
administration-backed plan «© 
make 27 years the top age limit 
for military service instead of 35 
years was reported to have en- 
countered formidable House op- 
position. 

The Senate Military Committee, 
meanwhile, made public testimony 
by Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
Deputy Director of Selective Serv- 
ice, disclosing that 52 per cent of 
the men called for active duty in 
the ages from 31 through 35 had 
been rejected for physical dis- 
abilities. 

Hershey said 24 per cent of those 
from 21 through 25 and 26 per 
cent of those from 26 through 30 
.« Were rejected for the same reason. 

Protracted disagreement in the 
House committee on the age limit 
measure would also have the ef- 
fect of holding up House consid- 
eration on the proposal] of Senator 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, to em- 
power the Government to take 
over plants where defense produc- 
tion is threatened. 

The Connally measure was 
passed by the Senate as an amend- 
ment to the bill calling for the 
lower Selective Service age limit. 
The Military Committee approved 
the Connally proposal Friday and 
accepted some drastic amend- 
ments offered by Representative 
Harness (Rep.), Indiana. Final 
action on these was deferred until 
today, when further changes are 
to be considered. 

Meantime, Senate leaders talked 
of overhauling tho War Depart- 
ment’s property seizure bill so it 
would give the Government a club 
against hoarding of materials 
meeded for defense instead of 
granting it blanket authority to 
take over anything useful in the 
arms program. 


ROOSEVELT’S COLD IMPROVED, 


BUT HYDE PARK TRIP 4S OFF 


Dutch Princess Juliana and Prince 
Bernhard to Arrive Tomor- 
row for Visit. 

WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt heeded the 
advice of his physician today and 
canceled scheduled trips to Hyde 
Park, N. Y., and to Boston. Dr. 
Ross T. McIntyre said the Presi- 
dent’s cold was much better, but 
that he thought it best for him to 
remain in Washington. The Pres- 
ident canceled some engagements 
last week because of the cold. 
Accordingly, the Presidem will 
entertain Princess Juliana and 
Prince Consort Bernhard of The 
Netherlands at the White House 
instead of at his Hudson Valley 
home, as originally planned. The 
guests will arrive tomotrow and 
stay through Wednesday.

Some informants were of the 
opinion that Gen. Wavell’s inten- 
tion is to “bleed” the Axis -troops 
so that gasoline and ammunition, 
laboriously brought from Europe, 
would be expended in the defense 
of isolated posts and communica-

On the East African front, the 
Middle East command said, Italian 
Gen. Pralormo with 2000 troops 
had surrendered in the Soddu area, 
some 160 miles south of Addis 
Ababa, the Ethiopian capital. This 
force constituted one of the major 
islands of resistance in Ethiopia. 
After the battle of the lakes in 
the southern part of Ethiopia, the 
General and the remnants of his 
divisions were said to have taken 
to the hills, where they were har- 
ried by native troops and finally 
forced to capitulate because of 
lack of supplies. 
Farther north, in the Jimma area, 
Imperial. forces, aided by the na- 
tives, were said to be pressing hard 
on the heels of main Italian con- 
centrations.

ROME, June 16 (AP).—A battle 
is raging on the Sollum front, 
where the British launched an of- 
fensive yesterday, the Italian high 
command reported today. 

The communique said the Brit- 
ish had been “repulsed everywhere 
with considerable losses,” but that 
the battle still was going on. 

Several days of preparation pre- 
ceded the offensive, the war bul- 
letin said. 

The high command said Italian 
and German planes several times 
hit harbor works at Tobruk’ and 
fortifications and tent encamp- 
ments of that stronghold. At 
Mersa Matruh, supply installa- 
tions and defense works were _ 
to have been bombed. 


60 BRITISH TANKS _ 
WRECKED, NAZIS SAY 


BERLIN, June. 16 (AP).—Sixty 
British tanks were destroyed and 
a British attack on the Sollum 
front in North Africa “collapsed” 
under the combined resistance of 
Axis troops and warplanes, the 
German High Command reported 
today. . 

The British also lost 11 planes 
—two bombers and nine fighters—.| 
over the battlefield, the war bul- 
letin said. 

The British offensive was said 
still to be continuing, however. 

Stukas roared incessantly over 
the British, the Germans said, 
inflicting heavy losses in men and 
material.

Text of Note, 


The text of the note to the Ger- 
man Embassy, as issued by the 
State Department: 

“Sir: 

“It has come to the knowledge 
of this Government that agencies 
of the German Reich in this coun- 
try, including German consular es- 
tablishments, have been engaged 
in activities. wholly outside the 
scope of their legitimate duties. 

“These activities have been of an. 
improper and unwarranted char-. 
acter. | 

“They render the continued pres- 
ence in the United States of those 
agencies and consular establish- 
ments inimical to the welfare of 
this country. 

On Order of President. 

“I am directed by the President 
to request that the German Gov- 
ernment remove from United 
States territory all German nation- 
als in anywise connected with the 
German Library of Information in 
New York, the German “Railway 
and Tourist Agencies and the 
Trans-Ocean News Service, and 
that each of these organizations 
and their affiliates shall be prompt- 
ly closed. 

“I am also directed to request 
that all German consular officers, 
agents, clerks and employes there- 
of of German nationality shall be 
removed from American territory 
and that the consular establish- 
ments likewise be promptly closed. 

“It is contemplated that all such 
withdrawals and closures shall be 
effected before July 10. 

“Accept, sir, the renewed assur- 
ances of my high consideration.

Drawn by a Government. sub- 
committee appointed by Gerard 
Swope, chairman of the. Atlantic 
Coast Shipbuilding Stabilization 
Conference, the agreement pro- 
hibits strikes or lockouts. 

It provides‘uniform wage rates 
for construction and repair work- 
ers; a basic rate of $1.12 an hour 
for first-class, skilled mechanics 
(the present basic rate for first- 
class mechanics is $1) with per- 
centage ehanges for other em- 
ployes; adjustment of wages after 
one year on the basis of changes 
in the cost of living; overtime 
rates of time and one-half, with 
40-hour week as base, double time 
for Sundays and holidays and 7 

er cent bonuses for second and 
third shifts.

SAN FRANCISCO, . June 16 
(AP) President Roosevelt's ef- 
forts to persuade striking AFL and 
CIO machinists to return to their 
jobs at 11 San Francisco Bay ship- 
yards, pending mediation of their 
five-week-old dispute, havé failed. 

Members of the two. unions, in 
closead meetings yesterday, voted 
against ending the strike until 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding . Corpora- 
tion ‘is forced to sign a contract 
and the other struck plants agree 
ito union wage demands. 

Union leaders made it clear that 
p-|Bethlehefh shipyards, holding 
n- | $800,000,000 of the $500,000,000 in 
national defense contracts delayed 
by the strike, was the crux of the 
whole situation. The AFL has 
been fighting for a union shop con- 
tract at the big warship-building 
yard. Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
Corporation is a subsidiary of 
Bethlehem Steel. 

How. Unions Voted. 

AFL machinists, representing 
Bethlehem and other yards on the 
San Francisco side of the bay, 
voted 585 to 400 against returning 
to work, while CIO members, from 
the Oakland side, registered their 
sentiments even more 
359 to 56. 

The AFL meeting also adopted a 
resolution in which members “went 
on record as most reluctantly in- 
forming the President we cannot 
comply with his wishes.” 

This resolution went on to say, 
however, that strikers would be al- 
lowed to accept employment in 
any of the “161 fair union (up. 
town) shops in our jurisdiction.” 
This was done in order that - the 
machinists’ services might. be 
utilized in important defense work 
outside the 11 struck plants. ‘ 

It was understood that about 
400 of the 1200 striking AFL, ma- 
chinists already have found jobs 
at “uptown” shops. 

“Message to yers.” 

E. F. Dillon, AFL business 
agent, said after the meeting that 
the vote could be interpreted as a 
message to employers “to stop) 


talking to the politicians and come 


back to the men on strike.” 

This evidently referred to his 
two recent trips to Washington, 
in which he appeared -before the 
National Defense Mediation Board 
and the Senate committee investi- 
gating defense. Union officers 
have not met with the employer 
group here since the strike started. 

“The membership of Lodge 68 
has made its choice,” Dillon de- 
clared. “All of us will support 
that choice.” 

Neither he nor any other union 
officer would elaborate on what 
happened at the closed AFL meet- 
ing, but it was apparent, from the 
outbursts of loud talking, that 
there had been some argument. 

Dillon and Harry Hook, another 
business agent, were reported by 
other sources to have led strike 
committee members in urging con- 
tinuation of the strike. Numerous 
rank and file members, on the 
other hand, argued that the mem-

Federal Trade Commission Issues 
Complaint Against Kol-Tone 
Co. of St. Louis. 

A complaint that the Kol-Tone 
Manufacturing Co. of St. Louis. sold 
a mixture “consisting largely of 


common salt” and represented that 
it would reduce soot and smoke 
and cut fuel costs when mixed

HERE is no doubt that the 
Robin Moor was an American 
merchant ship. According to Un- 
der Secretary Welles, the ship’s 
manifest will show that her cargo 
was consistent with the provisions 
of the Neutrality Act. The report 
of the consul does not make it al- 
together clear what effort, if any, 
the commander of the submarine 
made to verify the manifest. It 
does not, however, appear that he 
made any investigation of the ship 
itself before deciding to sink it. 
Therefore, there can be no dispute 
about the cargo’s being that which 
is described in the ship’s manifest. 
There is no doubt that this Amer- 
ican ship carrying a lawful cargo 
was deliberately sunk by a sub- 
marine in the middle of the At- 
lantic Ocean at a point approxi- 
mately halfway between Dakar in 
French Africa and Natal in Brazil. 
The sinking occurred far from the 
combat zone as defined by» the 
President’s proclamation under the 
Neutrality Act. It occurred far out- 
side of the war ‘zone as defined 
and proclaimed by Germany. There 
is no doubt that the ship was 
sunk without providing for the 
safety of the crew and the pas- 
sengers,

HE American consul reports 

on the sworn testimony of the 
survivors that “the commander 
and the submarine were German.” 
Though this. is not flatly denied 
in Berlin, doubts have been raised, 
and it is-just conceivable that the 
submarine may have belonged to 
some other power in the Axis or 
under its. control.

system.

waste. These conditions produced the long campaign 
for a genuine, ironclad merit system, the objective of 


' the amendment approved by the Aldermen just be- 


fore the Dickmann administration left office. 

Mr. Hertenstein’s first charge against the amend- 
ment is that it gives too much power to the person- 
nel director and makes the Civil Service Commission 
subservient to him. The functions provided for each 
are in accordance with modern personnel methods, 
as successfully tested in other cities and in Federal 
and state governments. The commission is set up as 
a quasi-judicial body, to determine policy, make rules 
and regulations, conduct hearings and hear appeals. 
As an administrative body, it would be cumbersome 
and unwieldy. The director’s functions are those of 
administration. The two divisions thus are intend- 
ed to supplement each other, with each predomi- 
nant in its own field. 

Mr. Hertenstein also objects to exempting employes 
of the Board of Aldermen from civil service rules. 
This was not in the original draft, but was inserted 


‘by the Aldermen. It is a concession accepted by spon- 


sors of the measure in order to assure its passage. 

He also objects to exempting the Mayor's secre- 
tary from civil service rules, while no such exemp- 
tion is given to secretaries of other officials. This 
provision recognizes the .Mayor’s role as-a policy- 
making official, a role in which his own choice of a 
secretary is considered important. Other officials 
may choose among three certified candidates, and 
may obtain others if these prove unsatisfactory. 

Another objection is to the 60-day time limit for 
temporary employes. They would have to be dis- 
missed and new temporary employes installed if ex- 
aminations could not be held within 60 days, Mr. 
Hertenstein says. This provision is intended to head 
off evasion of the civil service requirements by means 
of consecutive temporary appointments of favored 
employes who could not pass an examination. This 
abuse has occurred in St. Louis under the present 
system. With a properly functioning civil service 
system, there should be no difficulty about holding 
examinations within 60 days. 

Mr. Hertenstein criticises the provision for rein- 
statement of employes fired without cause, No time 
limit is fixed, and persons fired eight years ago 
could demand jobs, he says. This, however, is one 
of the phases in which the commission could exer- 
cise discretion, through its rule-making powers. 

He also criticises permitting the director to charge 
fees for examinations. This provision is intended as 
a means of insuring that only serious and qualified 
applicants will apply for jobs. Without some such 
curb, boards have found themselves swamped with 
papers of clearly unfit candidates, thus increasing 
the costs and delaying operation of the system. In 
other cities, a fee of $2 is charged. Raising this 
amount should not be an undue burden on any seri- 
ous applicant preparing himself for a city job. 

Mr. Hertenstein objects that members of the com- 
mission must be persons “whose past records indi- 
cate they favor the merit system,” while no such re- 
quirement is made for the personnel director. There 
are strict requirements of experience and profes- 
sional training for the director, however, which are 
equivalent to the specifications for commissioners. . 

Too much money is provided for the new system 
—$100,000 a year as compared with the Efficiency 
Board’s $30,000—Mr. Hertenstein says. Since the 
amount is fixed at % of 1 per cent of the personal 
service payroll, it would actually be about $70,000.

The amendment’s provisions, it is clear, stand up 
well under Mr. Hertenstein’s criticisms. There are 
minor points that could be improved, but they are 
not of enough significance to warrant returning the 
amendment to the Board of Aldermen, and thus run 
the chance of harmful tinkering and delay. In any 
event, the amendment is so far superior to the pres- 
ent system, with its hiring of incompetents, its firing 
for political reasons and its campaign assessments, 
that no voter should have any difficulty in his choice. 

The amendment has been carefully drawn. It is 
indorsed by national authorities in government. It 
is approved by many local civic bodies. St. Louis vot- 
ers can assure better and more economical city gov- 
ernment by giving it their approval on Sept. 16.

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UNIVERSITY CITY SCHOOL BILL IN THE SENATE. 

The public schools of University City were forced 
to curtail their services materially in the past school 
year, and face the possibility of further and possibly 
disastrous future retrenchments, as the result of 
a court decision last July knocking out a special 
tax which had contributed materially to their sup- 
port. <A constitutional amendment will be required 
to legalize this tax, but since considerable time is

| This bill has received favorable action in the 
House, but for undisclosed reasons, a hitch has de- 
veloped in the Senate. Approval of the bill by the 
Senate committee now holding it is vital to the wel- 
fare of University City schools. If the measure is 
not reported out in time to be passed before the last- 
minute jam develops, this populous suburb may lose 
its educational standing and be unable to provide 
proper schooling for its children, University City 
is already feeling the effects of its school crisis by 
an increasing number of dwelling-place vacancies, 
for families naturally prefer to move to areas with 
adequate school facilities, 

Prompt action by the Senate can prevent further 
ill effects from this crisis in school funds.

As it is, milk production now is about 5 per cent 
higher than a year ago, stocks of butter are almost 
double what they were last year and cheese stocks 
are 40 per cent greater. The Government is endeay, 
oring to increase American milk consumption in 
order ‘to improve public health, and production ca- 
pacity is considered sufficient for both domestic 
needs and shipments to Britain. 

-No one need economize on mitk in the belief that 
this will aid England. Lord Woolton’s statement may 
be ascribed to misunderstanding of this ——— 
unused dairying potentialities.

HILE assiduously courting the South- 

Ws half of the hemisphere, the Unit- 

eed States seems to have forgotten com- 
pletely the Northern half of the continent. 

The general impression among Americans 
is that the relations between Canada and 
the United States are more cordial than 
they have ever been, In some respects, this 
is undoubtedly true. 

But there are contrasting elements in 
the picture. Although, at one time or an- 
other, there have been proposals to under- 
write most of the countries south of the 
Rio Grande, no one at this’ writing has 
come forth with the suggestion that we 
give, or even lend, Canada a thin dime. 

And we did Canada serious harm when, 
a year ago, we transferred immigration con- 


trol from the Department of Labor to the: 


Department of Justice and simultaneously 
required passports of Canadians entering 
the United States. 

Few Americans yet appear to realize the 


significance of what seems to have been an 


impulsive and ill-considered departmental 
action, or the added burden it imposed on 
Canada’s war effort. 

The passport regulations had the imme- 
diate effect of stopping virtually all travel 
from the United States to Canada until the 
tangle could be straightened by-direct ob- 
servation at border points to determine 
what rules were actually being enforced. 

In the meantime, an amazing crop of 
false rumors sprang up. Two stories in par- 
ticular spread throughout the United States. 
One was that erican citizens were hav- 
ing difficulty entering Canada. The other 
was that ericans already in Canada were 
having iculty returning to this country. 

No passports, travel permits or docu- 
ments of any kind have ever been required 
of Americans visiting Canada or re-enter- 
ing the United States. Nevertheless, the 
rumors gained credence even when they ap- 
peared accompanied by a denial. 

+ * * 

The effect on Canada’s tourist revenues 
was most damaging. At the beginning of 
the 1940 season, our Canadian neighbors 
were looking forward confidently to the 
best tourist. year on record. 

By the middie of June, a week after our 
new passport requirements were announced, 
it became apparent that the promise might 
not materialize.

During the last war, it was not found 
necessary to establish economic controls 
over the flow of funds from Canada to the 
Bnited States. 

Véry early in this war, by contrast, the 
Dominion Government found it necessary 
to set up a Foreign Exchange Control 
Board. Its principal function was to li- 
cense export of Canadian funds to America. 

Some such expedient had to be adopted 
for a number of reasons. -Forced by the 
Neutrality Act to pay cash for all war ma- 
terials purchased, and unable because of 
the Johnson Act to secure credits in this 
country, Canada had to conserve all the 
American dollars she could get. 

Sharply rising imports from the United 
States required more American exchange; 
the threat of a long and exhausting war 
cautioned the husbanding of every resource. 

One way to conserve American exchange 
was to limit purchases here to war needs or 
to necessities not produced at hame. 

Another was to eliminate all travel across 
the line by Canadians for recreation pur- 
poses and to restrict all other travel by 
them to necessary business trips. 

a ” * 


The period from June to December, 1940, 
saw a gradual curtailment of certain kinds 
of imports from the United States. The 
process was made gradual to spare Ameri- 
can sensitivities. 

The travel restrictions went into effect 
July 5, 1940, just a few days after our new 
passport requirements had made the bor- 
der the goal of only occasional travelers. 

Economically, the Canadian travel policy 
has more than justified itself. 

The Foreign Exchange Control Board be- 
lieves that over a full year the present trav- 
el policy will result in the diversion of $60,- 
000,000 from pleasure travel to the purchase 
of war materials essential to the Canadian 
war effort. 

Nevertheless, something very damaging 
to the relations of the American and Ca- 
The tradi- 
tional character of the unfortified frontier 
has largely disappeared. 

Thanks to our debt and neutrality legis- 
lation, the forty-ninth parallel is now some- 
thing more than a mere line upon the maps; 
it has become a tourniquet twisted around 
the body of the continent, constricting the 
once healthy flow of travel to a trickle. 

In view of the fact that Canada some 
months ago undertook to marshal all her 
resources, both human and economic, to 
take her place on the ramparts we were 
content only to watch, it would seem that | 


the United States has now a great oppor- 


tunity to undo the results of its indifference 
and to offer to Canada positive aid. 


-- It might be to our own interest, in- the 
Jong run, to make outright gifts of money 


or material. Failing such outright assist- 
ance, long-term credits on the easiest pos- 
sible terms should be extended to her as 
part of our own gargantuan defense effort.

R. FINNEY, editor of the American 

Machinist, in this book analyzes our 
rearmament and aid-to-Britain objectives 
and reminds impatient Americans there is 
no substitute for time. 

When last we went to war, it took our 
factories 16 months to mobilize fully and 
tool up for the job.

GREEN VEGETABLES AND FRUIT 


generally be lighter and lower 
in calories than the winter 
diet, because in summer we don't 
have to generate heat. to keep us 

Hot-weather menus should be 
low in fats and built around sal- 
ads, fresh fruits, green vegetables 
and fruit drinks. In addition to 
fruit drinks, iced coffee or tea in 
moderation are cooling. Tomato 
juice (you can add salt) is also a 
good addition to summer diets. 
Fried meats and other fried foods 
shohld be avoided. Hot weather 
calls for moderation in the use of 
liquors, too, 

Exercise should be limited on 
very hot days. And don’t play golf 
or tennis in the heat of the day; 
wait until it is cooler, especially if 
the air is still and “muggy.” In 
such weather, evaporation of sweat 
is slowed up and the body can’t 
effectively do its job of cooling by 


‘sweat evaporation. Workers should 


have frequent rest periods on 
warm days. 


On a sweltering hot day it 
doesn’t pay to take chances, such

It may be inviting heat exhaus- 
tion, or heatstroke may result. 
Very Young children and old per- 


sons don’t tolerate heat well and - 


should be particularly careful, Fat 
persons and those suffering from 
iliness are more uncomfortable on 
hot days, too. 

In heat exhaustion there is an 
all-gone, dizzy and weak feeling; 
there is profuse perspiration and 
the face becomes pale, Sometimes, 
following excessive sweating, there 
are severe muscle cramps. 

More serious than heat exhaus- 
tion is sunstroke or heatstroke, in 
which there may be high fever and 
even loss of consciousness. 

A doctor should be called when 
anyone collapses on a hot day. 
While waiting for the doctor, the 
stricken person should be made 
to lie down in a cool place and be 
fanned; the body may be sponged 
with cool or lukewarm water. Salt

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What — as Hobby to Amuse Their Children Has Become Profitable — of Winois Couple. Bridge Play

, considerably more 
puppet-wise and puppet-conscious. 
as a hobby to amuse his 
children, Proctor, technical adviser 
for the Puppeteers of America, 
and chairman for their sixth an- 
nual convention, which will be held 
in St, Louis June 24 through 27, 
has made of puppet-managing a 
professional and profitable career. 
Traveling ‘from their home in 


' Springfield, Dl, with a gay red 


and black two-wheel trailer, which 
can be transformed into a stage, 
the Proctors and their puppets 
have provided laughter as well as 
quite a few serious’ sermons, at 
state health shows, Community 
Chest campaigns, churches, clubs, 
schools. They’ve restricted them- 
selves to the Middle West, from 
Minnesota to Mississippi, Ohio to 
Iowa. 

“As for our audiences,” Proctor 
said, “we used to put the age limit 
at 3 to 103, but that’s since been 
raised. At one of our recent shows 
a woman, 107 years old, 
wheeled in. We used to break up 
our performances into shows fer 
small children, high school and 
college audiences, and adults, but 
we've found the adults like the 
childish thing as much as small 
children. After all, Mickey Mouse 
is a form of shadow puppet.” 

“And the giggliest audience we 
ever had,” Mrs. Proctor.put in, 
“was a Rotary Club of older men, 
most of them grandfathers.” 

A series of unlucky. experiences 
resulted in the Proctors’ very for- 
tunate experience with puppets, ex- 
perience which Proctor says, “has 
been the rebirth of both of us.” 

“I always had puppets when I 
was a child,” he said, “and then 
when I was 12 years old I was in 
an accident which resulted in one 
arm being shorter than the other. 
I spent a couple of years in the 
hospital while they whittled on me. 
Well—you know how it is, for 
the first few weeks, all my friends 
came to see me and after that, the 
only playmates I had were my 
puppets. I didn’t know anything 
about occupational therapy then, 
but by the use of puppets I re- 
gained the use of my arm. Strange- 
ly enough, five years ago I was 


in another accident, an explosion 


this time, in which the same arm 
was seriously burned, and once 
again I regained the use of my 
hand through manipulating pup- 
pets. 

“When I got out of the hospital, 
the puppets were pushed aside for 
other things and I didn’t take 
them up again until after we were 
married and the children came. 
The first child is terrible. You 
can’t pick them up—they don’t 
come with handles; it seems—and 
you don’t know how to amuse 
them.” 

In desperation, the young par- 
ents turned to puppet shows to 
amuse their children, and not only 
theirs, but all the children in the 
neighborhood. 

Their house became so popular

that when depression days set in, 
the Proctors couldn’t go up inte 
the privacy of their bedroom to 
what to do with their 
dwindling resources. The reason 
—“We didh’t have any more pri- 
vacy,” Mrs. Proctor said. 

So their career as professional 
puppeteers wasn’t something they 
sat down and thought up; it grew 
on them. . First schools began ask- 
ing them to give entertainments. 
Then depression-hit organizations 
in nearby towns asked them to 
donate their services to help raise 
funds. Later on they offered to 
raise the Proctors’ funds along 
with their own. Fortunately this 
occurred just as Proctor’s own 
profession, painting, was slowing 
down to a stop. 

“Mrs. Proctor held back for 
awhile,” he related. “She'd been 
a newspaperwoman before our 
marriage and she thought this was 
just a little out of her line, but 
now she surpasses me in enthusi- 
asm. She’s the business end of 
the family, the one who goes out 
and sells the show. She’s the 
Simon Legree, you might say.” 

“And he’s just poor Uncle Tom,” 
she laughed. 

“Our plays,” Proctor explained, 
“range from a circus, in which the 
marionettes do all the tricks—a 
monkey doing a trapeze act, a 
snake charmer, who sets out to 
charm the snake and ends by being 


‘ audience entered right into 


charmed, and so forth. We have 
trick puppets, short ones who get 
taller, thin ones who get fatter. 
We have variety acts, a vaudeville 
show with a Madame Galli-Scree- 
chi, and Professor Ivory Poundthe- 
keeski. We have fantasies, a tomb- 
stone ballet, in which skeletons go 
to pieces and each piece keeps on: 
dancing in time until they go back 
together again. We do folk tales, 
Hansel and Gretel, The Three 
Wishes, and Three Little Pigs, ex- 
cept that in ours, in order that 
the little children won’t be afraid 
and the big ones will still have a 
good time, our old wolf has fleas. 
That wasn’t something we thought 
up either. It just happened that 
our wolf looked so mangy, he just 
had to scratch. 

“We do satires on old melo- 
dramas, shows like, “Did She 
Fall or Was She Pushed?’ We 
gave that at Webster Groves High 
School a year or two ago, and the 
the

Audience reactions, the Proctors 
have found, are often interesting. 
Some of the children insist the 
puppets are real. One little boy 
even came backstage to bite the 
tail of a ‘lion’ to satisfy his curios- 
ity..

000,000 milk cows on farms in the 
United States last Jan. 1,
